In compliance with ‘the Commission, public 
hearings tote held at the Court House in Edmonton. a 
notice in the form shown in Appendix A was publishea 
in two editions of The Edmonton Journal and as well 
copies of the notice were posted at the Single Men's 
Hostel. 

In the course of the inquiry, evidence was heard 
from 41 witnesses whose names appear in Appendix B in 
the order of their appearance. The Commission heard 
evidence from two of the witnesses at the Glenrose Hos- 
pital, who were recovering from injuries allegedly sus- 
tained at the hostel. 

James E. Redmond acted as Commission counsel. 
Harold W. Veale acted for the Provincial Government. 
Gordon S.D. Wright and B.C. Chivers acted for the Human 
Rights Association. 

Hostel accomodation was visited in saellea hehe as 
well as other institutions concerned with various ane 
of rehabilitation. 

The Commission SSRIS submissions from various 
interested groups, Puvtieaticne and research Papers were 
consulted and reviewed, 

The original hostel building was built in 1955 
at a capital cost of $263,762.00. The extension Was built 


in 1961 ata Capital cost of rede pole O00. 
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The purpose of the hostel is to provide shelter 
and meals to single, homeless, indigent, unemployed men 
until they are able to care for pee Appand 

The hostel has 292 single beds and provides 
bathroom and toilet facilities. It has a recreation 
room, a T.V. room, laundry facilities and a dining room. 

The reading room has 5 tables. Newspapers and 
playing cards are supplied. The T.V. room accomodates 
38 men. The laundry room has 2 washing machines in use 
at all times and 1 older machine which is used as a spare 
in the event of a break down. 2 irons are provided. The 
laundry room is open from 5 to 7 p.m. Monday thru Friday. 
In the event men need to use the facilities at some other 
time they are able to do so. 

The dining room seats 108 men. Meals are served 
cafeteria style and up to 500 men can be fed in just over 
an hour. An average of 500 men are fed at the hostel each 
Gay. In addition, approximately 65 men a day are fed at 
LnewoalVacion Army at the expense of the hostel. 

34 people are employed at the hostel. 23 are 
full time staff and 11 are spent time staff ee Appendix C) 

EPromesorl sl,6.7oe COsMarch 31,1969 <the hostel 
incurred operating expenses in the sum of $320,770.00. 
This amount is charged to the Department of Social Develop- 


ment. The Department of Public Works incurred a total 
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operating se non-oper ating expense, including an allow- 
ance for depreciation, of $103,521.00. The total of 
these expenses is $424,291.00. (See Appendix D)

Included on the staff is a full time social 
worker. His main function is to interview those of the 
clientele who nave special problems and to encourage and 
assist the men in securing jobs. He interviews approxi- 
mately 70 men each month. The social worker has authority 
to issue vouchers to cover room and board to a man who is 
able to work but, due to his hours of work, the facilities 
at the hostel are not suitable. He arranges special treat- ° 
men for those who have medical problems, Those with 
alcohol problems are urged to attend on A.A. or the 
Division of Alcoholism. 

The hostel staff provides regular sick parade 
daily. Most of the staff have first aid certificates. 

In 1969, 1,330 vouchers were issued for clothing 
and transportation was provided to 393. The clothing orders 


and transportation warrants were issued to men proceeding 
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to employment. 

All men applying for assistance at the .postel are 
required to contact Canada Manpower and Peaster for em- 
ployment. The men are expected to look for work. 

The men vacate the Noeeed CLO scm Gt Lies eet 
Those who are unable to work or are otherwise epetaeny A eh 
are allowed to stay in, along with those who worked the 
night before. The premises are cleaned while the men are 
out. | | | 

The hostel serves two meals a day, shits anechne 
morning and one in the late afternoon. A third meal 
at lunch time is available through the Marian Centre. 
During the course of the hearings a number of men com- 
plained about being unable to get a morning meal if it 
was found necessary to leave the hostel early in the morn— 
ing. They were probably unaware that the hostel could 
arranae for an earlier meal at the Salvation Army or they 
could be provided with a package Lunch. 

In 1969, a total of 304,308 Anpgye were served and 
beds were provided for 165,862 men nights. Meals are pro- 
vided ys some men who live outside the hostel. 

The hostel handles approximately 6,000 individuals 
a year. Approximately, 3,000 use the hostel for the purpose 
intended. They are residents for a short time, find a job 


and are not seen again. Of the other 3,000 there are 2,000

who Late and go year after year and make the hostel a 
semi-permanent home. Apparently there are 200 to 300 
“hard core users" who use the hostel almost on a per- 
manent basis. In the main these men are unemployable 
because of alcohol problems, drug problems, age and ill 
health. Bote just wont work although able to do so. 
The average length of stay is 42 days per year. 

The kitchen is well equipped and well staffed. 
There are some complaints concerning the food. Although 
it may be institutional, it is good. 

Whereas it is necessary that organization and 
Giscipline be maintained, the atmosphere that prevailed 
prior to the Commission being appointed was unnecessarily 
regimental. Part of this atmosphere was changed by re- 
placing uniformed commissionaires with ordinarily garbed 
hostel staff. In all the circumstances this was a good 
move on the rart of mana cgement 
this direction can be accomplished by replacing elfe thgth1 
covered front doors with different but substantial doors. 

The metal turnstile should be removed. 

Each man should be provided with a locker for his 
clothing and personal belongings. In order to reduce the 
possibility of injuxy to clientele in the future, the stair- 
way design in the entrance way should be modified and in 


the meantime should be covered with rubber carpeting. 
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Waving regard to the function of the hostel, 
the meal hours are unrGalistic.. The breakfast hour of 
8 o'clock to 9 Ovo lLOGK 18, too late for het to get. Co 
work or iaoK for ng the evening meal hour of 4 
Bintock to 5 o'clock is too early for men returning 
from work. 

The accomodation provided by the hostel is 
adequate. Unfortunately, the hostel is not large enough 
to accomodate all ee ene people who seek refuge in it. 
The overflow is sent to Colonna House, Abner Rooney 
the Castle Hotel, the Vancouver Rooms and the Salvation 
Army. The Salvation Army Hostel provides suitable 
accomodation; so Goes the Castle Hotel and the Vancouver 
Rooms provided there is only cne man to each bed. 

The facilities provided by the Colonna House 
and Abner Rooms are not adequate. There is over crowding 
at each of these places. They are not as clean as they 
Should be. Better cleaning standards should be insisted 
upon. Painting, decorating and repairs should also be 
required at regular intervals. The premises are poorly 
ventilated. Bathroom and toilet facilities should be up- 
graded. It is noted again that almost $131,000.00 was 
spent last year Pe outside dormitory costs. 


Since charges may be laid with respect to certain 
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alleged assaults, I deem it improper to deal with them 
specifically. Some of the incidents received a good 
Geal of publicity. In each instance there was evidence 
of excessive drinking as a result of which some important 
evidence was vague and uncertain. There may be other 
evidence which was not available to the Commission. 
However, based on the evidence adduced I would conclude 
that the charges were unproven. Other claims of mis- 
treatment were oct In almost all these cases alcohol 
played a part. The incidents concerned ejection from the 
premises or refusal of entry. I am satisfied that in 
many instances a eee force was used by commission- 
aires to accomplish this end which resulted in injury. 
In OEE sufficient care was not taken to see that 
intoxicated persons were led safely outside the hostel. 

Anyone experienced in life knows that a drunken 
person can be unreasonable and sometimes unmanageable. In 
these circumstances the police should have been called to 
Geal with the person. They are experienced in dealing with 
people in this condition and usually provide a sobering 
influence on the person involved. The hostel staff are 
now, and should continue, following a policy of calling the 
police for Been Lance. 

I appreciate that the commissionaires and the 


hostel staff have a difficult job. They too are sometimes 
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assaulted and injured. In all these cases the police 


should be called and charges laid. Similarly, charges 
should be “ath Apr members of the hostel staff when 
Seen oan atic force is used. Hostel staff should be : 
sclected on a basis of their understanding the problems 
faced by the men. They could even be recruited from 
within the ranks of the clientele. 

Rhea weesentipolicy of not permitting entry to- 
those who are intoxicated makes the hostel a better place 
in which to live, but the policy transfers one problem to 
other areas of the city. People who live in the area of 
the hostel complain about incidents which occur in and 
around their property involving trespass, property damage, 
assaults, unlawful entry and theft. Alcohol or drugs are 
usually involved in these unlawful acts. These are 
serious complaints. If it were not for these abuses the 
NOSTEL voudd. vperate cifiacicntly and discharae its intended 
function much more SeLlectively, 

The conclusion is irresistible that the problems 
in and around the hostel are caused mainly by abuses of 
alcohol and, to a lesser extent, drugs. 

The answer to the problem in my view is-not to build 
bigger and better hostels and merely operate them as the 
existing one is now Operating; nor is it to abolish them 


altogether. If the hostel continues its present method of 
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operation we will continue to experience problems. 

A very obvious social problem will worsen unless _ 
steps ar¢ Meven to resolve Reena Oe CiNLSe CLM. Indeed, ether 
larger eepan areas now see the problem out Of CONLCLO Le. No 
Goubt some of the men are beyond rehabilitation. The vast 
majority, see eal can be assisted by "the provision of 
services which will foster the maximum development of | 
each individual's potential." (1) These men need help 
if they are to escape the trap of skid row and become use- 
ful members of our society. Most of them are probably 
powerless to help themselves. 

I recommend the provision of a classification 
centre in the hostel. Its prime purpose would be to 
assess the job capacity of the man with relation to the 
work available. Many of these men are unskilled and it 
is a@ifficult at the best for them to find work, particu- 
bisa Beey Peeper eee behe: Canada's so called off season. 

Statistics bear out the economic Reread which 
result from being able to employ such men as these. (2)

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Perhaps a special committee under your Depart- 
ment'’s “Employment Opportunities Program” could be set 
up to assist Rieciungingework which these men. can do, or 
for which they can be trained. ‘ 2 

I am aware that the hostel staff is instrumental 
in placing quite a number of men in jobs. Within the 
limits of the men available to provide this service, 
they are doing a good job. (See Appendix E) 

The classification centre would ees to 
ascertain the need for medical or psychiatric care. Many 
of these men are phySically, mentally or emotionally dis- 
abled. Many are alcoholics. Some are drug users. It is 
important that their problems be classified so that remedial 
action can be taken by referral to the appropriate in- 
stitution or agency. Without curing the ills, rehabili- 
tation of the man is impossible. Trained personnel: would 
be required to statt the centre. 

Those who cannot be rehabilitated should not use 
the hostel facilities. Old age pensioners should be 
assisted in 0ld age homes or.other suitable accomodation. 
Those suffering from permanent mental or physical dis- 
abilities should be cared for in other institutions or by 
other agencies. The hostel shovld not be used as a nospital, 
treatment clinic or home for the aged. 


The classification centre should also divide the 
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rcn into age groups. The younger men, Say under 25, 
ghould be scparatecd from tne older men. Because of 
sor tort) system at’ the hostel this could be easily 
accomplished. it seems reasonable to suggest that a 
gpecial cffort Stasta be made DVotiewCidssLe PCat Lon 
staff to assist the young men back into the mainstream 
of life before they become locked into the skid row 
society. 

Other divisions based on SS, education. and 
abilities could easily be accomplished. The man while 
waiting for employment or while undergoing a retraining 
program could develop reasonable social relationships 
with his equals. In a small way he would be assisted 
in overcoming the feeling of aloneness that is character- 
istic Of tthe skid ow personality. 

The classification centre will serve as a first 
step in permitting those responsible for rehabilitation 
to deal with an individual who has been evaluated by 
skilled personnel. Medical attention could be given on 
a basis other than that of emergency. 

Although many of the men are described as single, 
they are actually married, separated or divorced and have 
legal and financial problems which should be resolved. 


Legal and financial counselling could be providea, 
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The classification centre will serve to 
eategorize the $11 of alcoholism. Since the alcoholics

In fact, in the 
minds of many, the lower class alcoholic is viewed as a 
criminal. Only upper and middle class alcoholics are 
treated as sick people. (5) 

The skid row alcoholic needs a vigorous, direc- 
tive approach designed to foster self-help. (6o)—  Toethis 
end T recommend that 2 Aiagnastic centre be made avall— 
able in an area accessible to patients, police igi eaiecl: 
general hospitals and other essential services. The

treatment system. The centre could work in conjunction 
with the court program presently being carried on in 
our lee e, eae Tt would serve to assist 
this very worthwhile program. 

The proposed facility would comprise reception, 
Giagnostic and detoxification services. Essentially, 
the service would comprise a drying out centre, provision 
for assessment of the problem and a community style 
residence. Rehabilitation would commence with group 
therapy and counselling. 

What of Sie cost of such a service? The social 
cost of maintaining an alcoholic minority in the popula- 
tion is enormous. The cost of maintaining recovery 
houses is negligible. (7) In addition, as you are aware, 
under the Canada Assistance Agreement between the Govern- 
ment of Alberta and the Government of Canada, 50% of the 
operating costs, including staff, and an allowance for 
Gepreciation is borne by the Federal Government. 

Day counselling services are available at the 
office of the Division of Alcoholism, 9929 = 103 Street, 
Edmonton, and no doubt many of the men are helped. by this 
method. Sane sense that psychologically SG sa

meantime, these services ought to be available t6 
these men either in the hostel itself or in a loca- 
tion close by. Counselling services from Alcoholics 
Anonymous are now being given in the Provincial men's 
hostel in Calgary. 

The process will be slow and, at times, frus- 
trating, but a start must be made. The Provincial 
Government has over many years provided excellent ser- 
vice and facilities to the alcoholic. I suggest, and 
I hope you will agree, that the proposal I make is a 


logical and reasonable extension of these services.
